U.S. -PRC ECONOMIC COMMITTER CONCLUDES MEETING

(Text) Washington, December 16 (XINHUA) — The Chine-U.s. Joint Economic Committee 
concluded its third meeting in Washington on December 15. The Chirese delegation to the 
three-day meeting vas led bv Finance Minister Wang Bingqiean and the U.S. delegation 

led by Treasury Secretary Donald T. Regan. the seeting, beginning Dec. 13, reviewed 
the bilateral economic and trade relations over the past year and expiored new areas 
for further cooperation. 


In his speecn, Wang singqian appreciated the rapid expansion of Sino-U.s. trade since 
the establishment of dipiomatic relations as an important hallmark of the development 

of economic relations between the two countries. he said Sino-U.S. economic and 
technological cooperation as veli as exchanges in many fields have developed as a result 
of the joint efforts made by the two sides. towever, tne finence sinister pointed rit 
thet there are still some ¢or* clouds hanging cver the political aspect of the relations 
between China and the Un.ted States, which are detrimental to the development of eco- 
nomic cooperation and trade. At the same time, there are some obstacles in the way of 
developing such relations. such as the discriminative legislations and the unreasorable 
restrictions against China. If the two sides can exert efforts to remove the existing 
Odetscles, Wang Bingqian noted, the volume of the two-way trcde will certainly be such 
greater than it is now, and the economic and technical cooperation wiil aiso be 

extenied to cover a such vider area. 


Secretary Regan said at tnh> ceeting that the U.S. Covernment has the desire to continve 
to promote the economic and trade reiations with the People's Repubiic of China ana 

will make efforts to find out ways and means to strengthen the ties between the two 
countries. He believed that the obstacle: in the way of developing the cooperation 
could be removec through the joint efforts of the two sides. 


During the three-day discussions, the two sides agreed to enhance the cooperation be- 
tween the two countries in the areas of economy, finance, tectwelogy and trede, and to 


take practical and effective steps and reasures to achieve this end. The next meeting 
of the jcint committee will be held in Beijing next year.

W.th intense emotion aod a prodigious rete ef recall Comrade Wang Bingnan, who had 
greeted the eedical team on sehalf of the reception office of the Eighth Yute Army 44 
yeare ego, verely embrs ced Bisu and Vida. Thdse veteran comrades who attended the bun- 
«west were all very excited when they recalled how the Indian people sent the medic:l 
team to assist tr: Chinese people during che most difficult days ia case areas behind 
the enemy lines. 


In 1938 Comrade 2 u De called on the people all over the world to support and assist the 
Chinese Aray and people sho were fighting against the Japanese aggressors. The Indian 
Nationel Congress Party .ed by Nehru immeciately dispatched « medical team of five 
doctors to assist Chine. The head of the team was Atal, who had been part of the 
aedical team of the interseticral colum <uring the Spanish Civil War, and the arputy 
head was Zhou Ke Er (0587 0344 1422]. Other members were three your:g persons, Mu xe Ji 
[2605 0344 0679), Sasu en. Kotais. 


When they errived in KMT-riled Guangzhou, 4uhen and Chengqing, they came to realize thet 
the CPC was really leading the Chinese peosle in waging a war of resistance. Thertfure 
tuey resolutely left Chongcing for Yenan. Before leaving Chongqing they adued to reach 
of their names the Chinese character “hua” (hua seans China) to indicate their 
association with Clina and rheir love for China. Heace their names appeared as Atal 
Hus, Zhow Ke Er Hus, Mu Ke lus, Basu Bue auc Kotnis Bua. 


Atai, t.eu and Kotris resolurely asked to 0 =o the front and went to southeastern 
shanxi, where the headquarters of the Eighth Route Arwy was staticned. Unfortunacely 
Atel fell i111 before long and hed to leave the front for India. Basu and Kotnis * 
insisted on continuing and finally arrived in *.e Shanxi-Chahar-Hebei border area. , 
Through their own acts they greatiy inspired cne morale ard determination of vast :.um- : 
bers of soldiers and people.

Later faau returned to Yanan end settled there to continue his busy medical work. He 
was elected a coumelor of the Shoanxi-Gansu-Ningxie borler erea and took part in the 
work of the “/ntifrciet Alliance of the Eas: Nations” until June 1943. Basu's diaries 
recording those stirring and glor.icus days ate tate ard ¢re:ious historical documen:s 
of the a: ti-Japanese war. 
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Atter Basu's departure, Kotnis insisted on contisuing his work in the Shanxi- 
Chthar-Hesei border area alone and became the ‘iret president of the "Bethwne 
Imeretional Peace Hospital." 


He treated the anti-Japanese cause of the Chinsse people as his own and joined the 
CPC. He and Comrade Guo Qinglen carried and had a son, Yin Hus. As a result of 
constant overwork and poor treateent, he unfortunately died on 9 r 1942, 
Kotnis, che g:eat son of the Indian people, dedicated his pr-cious 32-Pear life to 
the jlortous cause of the zastern antifascist struggle and cmposed a great paean for 
inte: nationsalisa,. 
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Of the five members of the medical tean, only Kotnis did not reiurn to India. Atal 
was invited to lead a delegation to visit China again ja the vinter of 1957. At 
that tise he was already 71 years of age and, as a rerult of an o:d disease and 
ineffe-:cual treatment, he died in Beijing on 1 Deceater 1957. In accordance with 
his la:c will half of hie ashes were spread into the Ganges and half into the Huang 
He, “hich to him were linked by his love for and ¢reat friendship with China.

Therefore, be has 
expended all his efiorts on vigorously propagatirg and developing the friendship 
tetween the Indian and Chinese peop'es. Since 1958 he has visited China many times 
and has interviewed veteran comrades inarms and studied acupuncture. He has er-ab- 
lished several acupuncture clinics and training ciasees in Calcutta and other cities 
and provided free treatnent to luborers, thus enjoy:ng great pcpularity and high 
prestige among the poor sasses. As chairman of the All-Indir Memorial Comittee of 
Dr Kotnis he .n recent yars hss doubled his efforts to rercore and develop the 
friendship bei ween the Iniian and Chinese peoples. In a recent article he wrote that 
what he has icngea for day eud night is to “let the people of the two countries 
radiate the (r2sh vigor of vouth for common dignity and prosperity." 


When I was in India in the mid-1950's I saw vith ry own eyes and deeply felt thet the 
Indian people wre proud that a sedical team had been sent tc assist China evi they 
‘deeply respecte, loved and hivhly csteemec the members of che medical teas. Peopie 
described Kotnis and Ata’ a3 In!ta's “uationei heroes,” say:ng they symbclized the 
fact that "the iwiancnd Chinese people ace brothers." Comrade Guo Qingian took ' 
her son Yin Hue to visit Kotnis' vother and relatives in 1358. In Kotuis' hometown, ;

[Text] Beijing, 16 Dec (XINHUA) — Report on the work of the NPC Standing Comittee 
delivered at the Fifth Session of the 7ifth NPC on 6 December 1982 by Yang Shangkun, 
vice chairsan and secretary general of the NPC Standing Committee. 


Deputies! Entrusted by the NPC Stending Comittee, I hereby report to the session on 
the work of the Standing Comittee. 


During the past year since the closing of the Fourth Session of the Fifth NPC, the 
Standing Committee has implemented the task of “continuing to strengthen legislative 
work” and laid down in the resolution of the session, and done a great deal of work in 
implementing China's major guideline for further economic readjustments and for the 
achievement of greater political stability, and in triumphantly bringing about » 
tremendous historical change in China. 


Continue To Strengthen Legislative Work 


and legalize socialist democracy is the common aspiration of all the people in the 
country. Therefore, the Standing Committee has, in the past year, focused its atten- 
tion on strengthening legislative work, consolidating the system of the people's 
democratic dictatorship anc ensuring the smooth progress of the socialist moderniza- 


tion progras. 


The Standing Committee decided *o make public the “dratt revised constitution cf the 
Feople's Republic of China” for nationwide discussion by people of all nationalities. 
The constitution is the fundamental lew of the state and the revision of the consti- 
tution is a majoc event in the political life of the people of all nationalities in 
our country. In April of this year, the Standing Committee, in its 23rd session, 
eccepted the proposal put forward by the Committee for Revision of the Constitution 
erd decided to promulgate the draft revised constitution. From May to August of this 
y2ar, the state organs at all levels, arwy units, government and party organizations, 
mass orgenizations, various eaterprises and undertakings, schools and residential 
districts, rural communes and production teams and other basic~lcvel units throughout 
the country have organized thx broad eaasses of people to cunscientiously discuss the 
draft revised constitutior anc offered many important views and proposals for making 
further changes. Compatriots from Taiwan, Hong Kong and Macao, and Chinese residents 
abroad have siso offered sone excellent viewpoints. On the basis of views presented 
by various circles, the Committee for Revision of the Constitution has formally 
subsitted the draft revised constitution to the session for deliberation ard approv.:l 
efter meking further changes. The adoption and isplemencatio:. of the new constitution 
‘ill eark a new stage for the cevelopment of socialist democracy and the establishment 
of a legal systes in China. 


During this year, the Stancing Committee has also examined and adopted several baric 
laws and decrees. Accordirg to a related resolution adopted at the Fourth Session of 
the Fifth NPC, the Standing Comittee has adopted and promulgated the “Law of Civil 
Procedure of the People's tepubi ic of China (for trial implementation)”, which has 
been izplemented on a tris] >asis from 1 October of this yeer. Its promulgation and 
triel isplewentation will ply s positive role in ensuring, through legal procedures, 
the implementation of all civil and economic laws and relevent administrative decree:, 
in wtintaining public order and in guaranteeing the sodernization progras.

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In the course of implementing the civil procedural law on a trial banis, ve still need 
to continuously summarize our experience and make the necessary revisions. Then, 
eubait the civil procedural lew to the NPC for approval, promulgation ani enactment. 
If we formulate a lew from social practice and have it verified in social practice, 
this lew ie relatively adequate. This constitutes ao important experience in our 
legislative work. ‘<n view of the serious damages tu the development of socialist 
material and spiritual civilization caused by economic criminal activities, the 
Stending Committee has acted upon the request of the broe. masses. It believes that 
it is necessary to severely punish, according to the lew, criminals in the economic 
ephere. It promptly adopted the “Resclution for Suverely Punishing Criminals Who Do 
Serious Demage to the Economy" in which it wes stipulated that offenders will be given 
lenient treatment if they give themselves up with‘n one month. | 


After it vas anrounced, this «zsolutiom won vare support from 411 the people in the 
country. It has given economic criminals a tremendous shock. Those who have 
seriously violated the law and committed crimes in the economic sphere in many 
localities gave themslves up one after the other for lenient treatment. Now, initial 
achievements have been scored io this struggle, which is being intensified. We sust 
teke a firm grip on this struggle to the end. This is our important guarantee in 
edhering to the socialist road. 


The situatioa in the past year hes further indicated that w.th the growth of the 
socialist sodernisation program, it is increasingly necessary to enact economic laws. 
Lew is pert of the superstructure determined by the economic base, and in turn, serves 
the economic base. Lew should develop along with social and economic development. 
The situation has demanded tat we step up our efforts in working out various economic 
lewe and decrees to directly reflect the economic base and readjust economic relations. 
Prom 1979 to the present soarat, the NPC and its Standing Committee have adopted 12 
econcnic lews end decrees including the "Rezuletions Concerning the Requisition of Land 
for State Construction," the “Lew on Matire Environmental Protection of the PRC,” the 
“Trademark Lew of the PRC" and the "Focd iiygiene Law of the PRC (for trial implementa- 
tion)” ratified and adopted by the Staiding Committee during the past year since the 
closing of the Fourth Session of the Fifth NPC. The Standing Committee has also 
adopted the "ew for the Protection of Cultural Relics of the PRC." Since the 
enactment of these lave and regulaticns edly needed by the state for national economic 
end cultural developecnt, some of them have already yielded initial results. The 
current focal poiut in enacting economi. lews is that in addition to some basic law 
end regul ‘tions, it is necessary to foreulate some lews and regulations to ensure the 
emooth ful’illment of the task for economic readjustments and consolidate the 
echievemerts in asking e~.=:-‘<- reforms. On th> basin of this requirement, the 
Legislative Affairs Commission under the NPC Standing Committee is jointly forswlating 
soue impcrtent economic laws and r-qu‘ations with the relevant departwents under the 
State Council. With progress in econowic readjustment, reform of the economic systems 
end the growth of Chine’s externa) economic relations, there will be more and wore 
economi. ties and cooperation with fureign countries. We need to further improve and 
etrengthen cur work in enaet ing economic lews including our work in enacting lavs 
governing cooperation with foreiga businesssen.

the estaeblisraent of the socialist legal system in China. The Nation.lities 
of the NPC is continuoswly irafting the law on national regional autonony 
of the PRC jointly with the State Necional.:ies Affairs Commission and other 
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On the basis o: the "Marriage Law of the FRC," autonomove region, such os Xinjiang, 
Xisang, Ningxia and Nei Monggoi, and the cwo provinces of Sichuan end Oinghal, ore 
drafting supplementary regulations or adiptations for enforcing the marriage law in 
national autonomous areas according to the actual conditicns prevailing amorg che 
minority nationalities of the locality in regard to marriege cand: family relitiona. 


On the basis of the “Organic Law of the Local People's Congresses and the Locel 
People's Goverarents of the PRC" formulated in 1979, the people's congresses and 

their standing committees in various provinces, autonomous regions and eunic ipalities 
directly under =he central government have formulated and promulgated e numher of 
locai lews and regulations. Between November 1979 and Sevtember 1982, 355 local levs 
and bills were reported to the NPC Standing Committee for the record. Practice has 
shown that enactment of local laws and bills by various provinces, autonos.cus regions 
and sunicipalities directly under the central government eccording to law and in close 
connection with the actual needs in the areas will help various localities bring their 
initiative and enthusiase into full play in light of local conditions, s:rengthen the 
legal system and safeguard and promote the development of the socialist sodernization 
progras. 


Practice in the past year shows that effective enforcement of the lawa and decrees 
enacted by the highest organ of state power and the local laws and regulations laid 
down by various provinces, eutonosous ragions and winicipalities directly under the 
central goverrment has played an ieportant role in strengthening the system of the 
people's democratic dictatcrehip, bringing about a turn for the better in the standurds 
of social concuct and social order and improving public security in our country.

A eajor question now in building our legal system is that the laws which have been 
enacted have not yet been f: lly respected and enforced, and that lavs are not observed, 
mor are they scrictly enfocced. Many wembers of the NPC Standing Committee have 

teised this question et meetings. We hold thet once a law is er.acted, it musi be 
etrictly enforced. All state orga:s throughout the commtry must pay close attention to 
“is question cod firmly see to it that there are levs for people to follow, that these 
sews are observed, that their enforcement ‘s strict and that levbreakers are dealt with. 
They wist ensure that the laws will become an inviolable force which everyone sust 
observ ?. 


The MPC Standing Committee has paid attention to the following several pcints in its 
legislative worth over the past year: 


First, lews should be enacted according to our country's actual conditions, and it is 
necessary to build en independent legal system vith Chinese characteristics step by step 
in accordance wich the principles of socialist legality. As fer as the legal system is 
concerned, the constitution is the mother of laws. In the final analysis, however, 
all our laws are based on the realitics of our country with a population of 1 billion 
and a territory of 9.6 million square kilometern. Reality is the besis on which levs 
are enacted. In enacting laws, ve should first proceed from reality and aske laws 
eccording to actual conditions mainl, by summing up our country's historical and 
current experiences. The fine tradition and experiences of trying civil cases, such 
as wediating people's disputes, making a circuit of places to hear cases and handling 
cases on the spot, vere summarized and written into the lev of civil procedure _ 
ed by the “PC Standing Conmittee for triel implementatio.. Thus, this is a » 
lew with distinct Chinese characteristics. The basic experience we summarized from 
the sodern history of our country is that ve ust uphold the four fundamental principles.

Thus, ve, vith perfect assurance, vrote the four iundamental principles into the 
draft revised constitution. Such is the constitution, and eo are other lave such 
as crim‘.nal, civil and economic laws. The lejal system we want to build is « 
| socialist legal noc a bourgeois lcgsl system, auch less a system as advocated by the 
Legelists. Of course, in enacting laws we should draw on foreign countries’ 
experiences in legis'ative vork. liowever, such experiences must be used to serve 
China's socialist desocracy and legal systen. 


Second, in enacting lewn ve must fully follow the mass line, cater to the needs of 
the 1 billion people end serve their interests. Since laws are to be observed by 
the masses of people, this calls for us to enact laws in a highly objective and 
eemocratic way by discovering contraditions, probleas and views in ell quarter’.; 
soliciting the opiions of the musses; pooling their wisdom; and summing up ae 1 any 
correct ideas as possible on the basis of a high degree of democracy. Only thus can 
the lavs enacted serve the hishest interests of the majority of people and be en- 
forceable. In the past year, the NPC Standing Committee has enacted lews and 
decrees after making serious studies and repeated revisions. For example, the NPC 
Standi:g Committee began to draft the "Food Hygiene Law of the PRC (for trial imple- 
mentation)" in April 1981, called more than 20 meetings to discuss it and had the 
first and second drafts of the law printed and distributed to various provinces, 
~ @utencmous regions and sunicipalities directly under the central government to 

repeatedly solicit people's opinions on the drafts. While drafting the lew, the 

; Legts.eative Affairs Commission of the NPC Standing Committee also held several dis- 

. cussions on it. Only when a lew is enacted in this way can it better serve the 

iaterests of the socialist cause and the people.

Third, {t is necessary to exercise prudence in enacting laws and ensure their 
walidity and continuity for a long period of tise. We must do our legislative work 
vigorously, earnestly and carefully, not perfunctorily and tedicusly. In view of 
che current task in legislation, especially the heavy task in enacting economic 
laws, we should concentrate our efforts and first formulate laws and bills that are 
; urgently needed in order of importance and urgency and in a planned and systematic 
4 manner. Because China's economic systems are still undergoing reform and rome 
; important reforms sre stili in the experimental stage, new economic levs s*>uld be 
‘ instituted after summarizing experience. The formulation of lews in which ve still 
e lack experience should be temporarily delayed. In the past year, we have formulated 
the “Regulations Concerning Requisition of Land for State Construction" and other 
‘ economic law) which are urgently needed by national construction. With prudence, 
we spent a long time in formulating and repeatedly revising some economic lave in 
order to give them further thought and aske them sore comprehensive and practical. 
Some of the laws which have been promulgated sre still nct satisfactory. Additions 
and emendments arc needed for these laws for some time after they are put into 
practice. In rev.sing laws, it is necessary to pay attention to their validity and 
cvatim.ity for a long period of time. 


Beer the State Council's Work Reports 


Ia performing its supervisory role in the past year, the Standing Committee hear? 
ani examined reports submitted by the State Council on the econoeic readjustment 
and refora of the council's organizations. 


The Sten! cg Committee heard the council's reports on the 1982 draft plan on economic 
and socis) development, the draft state budget for 1982, and the final state | 
eecounts for 1981. The deputies held earnest discussions on these reports. While 
'\\ g the work achievewsents in the course of ciscussion, many deputies put for- : 
ware .vastructive opinions and proposa)s concerning the change in the overdecen- 
tralized use of state funds, opposition to waste and the import of unnecessary items, 
the increase of invesrment in education, and the continuous improvement of the 
people's livelihood. These proposais have either been answered, adopted and put into ) 
practice, or are still under study by the State Council. 
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They have greatly promoted the policy of readjustment, restructuring, reorganization 
and upgrading and enabled the national economy to embark on @ steady and healthy road. 


The reform of the State Council's organizations is an importan. satter concerning the 
success or failure of our socialist modernization program and a fundamental guarantee 
for adhering to the socialist road, which has far-reaching significance. To discuss 
and make vise decisions on this matter which attracted the attention of the people of 
the whole country, the Standing Committee held three meetings especially to discuss 
this matter. The meetings heard State Council Premier Zhao Ziyang's “Report on the 
Restructuring of the State Council,” "Implementation Plan for the Restructuring of the j 
State Council," and explanation on the progress in restructuring the State Council. 
Aft~r conscientious examination of the report and plan, the deputies held that the j 
State Council had scored an achievemert in initially solving, within « short time, the 
problem accumulated over the years. The sweooth completion of the -estructuring of the 
orgenizations will give a strong impetys to solving the probiems of the failure to — 
dreu a distinction between the party and the government and of overstaffing, overcom- * 
ing bureaucracy, raising vork efficiency, and promoting the building of socialist 
meterial and spiritual civilization. At the same tise, the deputies put forward 
opinions and proposals, including institutionsalizirg the restructuring of the orgeni- 
rations, refraining frem setting up new organizations in a disguised form, enforcing 
the retirement system, refraining from setting up too many posts of advisers, and 
intersifying the rote.ional training of cadres. Along with progrens in the restruc- 
turing of the organizations, attention should be paid to organizing and setting up 
a.v Binistries and commissions under the State Council and to appointing new leading 
bodies. For this purpose, the Standing Committee has, in the past years, appointed 
and removed staff members in line with the requirement of asking the ranks of cadres 
younger and more revolutionized, knowledgeable and professional. thereby promoting 
the smooth cooperation apong end succession of the new to the old cadres of the 
State Council and its subordinate organs. 


Ratify International Treaties and Develop Relations With Parliaments of Foreign 
Countries 


In conducting international affairs and developing relations with pirliaents of 
foreign countries in the past year, the Standing Committee has regarded the opposition 
egeinst heg emonisa end safeguarding of universal peace as important tasks. The Stand- 
ing Comit*ee ratified the “Convention Banning or Limiting the Use of Certain Con 
ventional Weapons Which Are Regarded as Havirg Excessive Destructibilicy or Indis- 
criminar> Ki iling and Damaging Power," the "Convention on the Status of Refugees,” 

and the "P: vtocol on the Statue of Refugees." As a whole, these international 
treaties ceflect the lewful wish and demand of the Tuird World countries and are 
conducive to the struggle vaged by our country together with the Third World countries 
for opposing hegemonism and safeguarding world peace. The Standing Committee also 
ratified the PRC-Yugoslavia consuler treaty, thereby opening up a newera in consular 
relations between the two countries. 


Ia the past year, the Standing Committee sent delegations led by Xi Zhongxun, Peng 
Chong and Zhu Xuefan, respectively, to visit the Democratic People's Republic of 
Korea, Senegal, Algeria, Tunis, Morocco, Thailand, Malaysia, the Pnilippines, 
Australia and New Zealand and received parliamentary delegations or leaders from the 
Democratic People's Republic of Korea, australia, the Sudan, Colombia, Norway, France, 
Britain and the United States. Friendly exchanges with parliaments of the Third 
World countries have deepened friendship and understanding between China and develop- 
ing countries in Aste, Africa and Latin America.

Im cities, eunicipel districts, counties, townships, nationality townships and towns 
where minority nationalities live in compact communities, the election of deputies to 
their people's coagresses shall be voted on, either individually or collectively, by the 
einority electorates, eccording to relations between the minority nationalities and 
their stete of residence in the localities. 


The preceding stipulation applies to the people's congresses in autonomous regions, 
eautoncecus prefectures, autonomous counties and in townships, nationality townships and 
towns shere minority nationalities reside in compact communities, for the election of 
deputies froe amcng the local people of other sinority and Han nationalities. 


Article 20 
Written nationality languages commonly used in the localities shall be used in electoral 
documents, nemelists of voters, voters’ identity cards, namelists of candidates for 
deputy, deputies’ election certificates and seals of election ccumittees formulated or 
promulgeted by autonomous regions, autonomous prefectures and autonomous counties.

Other matters concerning elections by minority nationalities shall be handled by 
referring to the stipulations under the relevant articles of this law. 
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Chapter V: Zoning of Electoral Districts 
Acticle 22 


The number of deputies to the people's congresses in cities not divided into d'«tricts, 
gunicipal districts, counties, autunomous counties, townships, nationality townships 
and towns sha)l be allocated to the electoral districts where the election is held. 
The soning of electoral districts shail be decided on the basis of production units, 
unite of evr sblishments, work units and state of residence. 


Chapter VI: Registration of Votere

The registration of voters shell be conducted on the basis of electoral districts. 


People suffering from mental disorder and incapable of exercising whe right to vote end 
the right to be elected shall not be included in the namelist of voters.

Mamelists of voters shall be made public and voters’ identity cards issued 30 days 
prior to the date of election. ; 


Article 25 


Anyone vho hse different opinions on e voters’ nemelist asy file a petiticn with the 
election committee. An election committee shall decide on handling this petition 
within 3 days. A petitioner may appeal to the people's court if he objects to the

Chapter VII: Womination of Candidates for Deputies 
Article 26 


Candidates for deputy to the national and local people's congresses shail be nominated 
on the basis of electoral districts or electoral units. 


The CPC, various democratic parties end mass orgenizations asy either jointly or 
individually recommend their candidates for deputy. Any voter or deputy may, with 
three or more people supporting his proposal, also recommend a candidate. When 
recommending a candidat«, the candidate's background shall be submitted to the election 
committee. 


Article 27 


The number of candidates for deputies to the national and local people's congresses 
shall be larger than the number of deputies co be elected. 


The number of candidates for deputy to be directly elected by the voters shall be frou 
1 1/2 to double the number of deputies to be elected; the number of candidates fcr 
deputy to be elected by various local people's congresses to tne people's congresuen a 
level higher shall be from 1 1/5 to 1 1/2 times greater than the number of deputier: to 
be elected.

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Article 28 


Candidates for deputy to the people's congresses to be directly elected by the voters 
shall be nominated by the clectorates in the varioun electoral districts and units. 
The navelists of candidates nominated as depuyty by various quarters and the background 
data on these candidates shall be collected by the election committee and aade public 
20 days prior to the date of election for repeated discunsion and democratic consulte- 
tion by voter groups of the respective electoral districts. Where the number of candi- 
dates nominated is too large, « preliminary election may be teld to decide a formal 
namelist of candidates, in accordance with the opinion of the majority of voters. Such 
namelist: shall be msde public 5 days prior to the date of the election. 


When deputies to the people's congresses at tle next higher level are elected by the 
respective people's congresses, at or above county level, the nameliste of candidates 
nominated by deputies of the respective people's congresses and by the CPC, various 
democratic parties and esses orgenizs:ions shall be collected by the presidiums of the 
people's congresses at the respective levele and the presidivas shall organize the 
entire body of their deputies co hold repeated discussion and democratic consultation 

on the namelists. Where tte oumber «f candidates nominated is too large, a preliainary 
338 may be held to decide on a formal namelist of candidates, in accordance vith 
the opinion of the asjority of deputies. 


Article 29 


Vhen the local people's congresses, at or above county level, elect deputies to the 
people's congresses at the next higher level, the candidates nominated ss deputy shall 
mot be confined to the deputies of the respective people's congress thenselves. 


Article 30 
The election committee shall brief voters on the candidates for deputy. Paicice, 
organizations and voters who have nominated candidates for deputy aay brief voters on 
their candidates at weetings of voter groups. Hovever, such briefings -hall be halted 
on the date of the election. 


Chapter VIII: Election Procedures 

Article 31 
When a direct election of people's congress deputies is held, the various electoral 
districts shall set up ballot centers or call election. meetings. Ballot centers or 
election meetings shall be presided over by the election committee. 

Article 32 
Election of deputies to people's congresses at the next higher level by the locsl 
people's congresses, at or above county level, shall be held under the suspices of the 
presidiums of the respective people's congress s. 

Article 33 


The sethod of secret ballot siall be adopted to elect deputies to the NPC and the local 
people's congresses at various levels.

Candidates for deputy to the people's congresses at #11 levels are considered elected 
only when they obtain more than 1/2 the votes of the electoral districts or more than 
1/2 the voces of the representatives of the electoral units. 


When the number of deputy candidates having obtained more than 1/2 thevotes cast 
exceeds the number of deputies to be elected, those who have obtained the most votes 
ere considered elected. When the votes obtained sre equal, and it is impossible to 
determine who is elected, another election shai... conducted for the candidates vho 
have ottained an equal number of votes. 


When the number of deputy candidstes heving obtained more then 1/2 the votes cest falls 
be of deputies to be elected, another election shall be held from among 
the deputy candidates who have failed to be elected for the balance of the deputies to 
be elected; those who have obtained the most votes are considered elected. However, 
they aust obtein no less than 1/3 of the votes cast. 


Article 39 
The election committee or the presidium of te people's congress shall determine the 
validity or invalidity of the result of an election, in accordance with this law, and 
announce it accordingly.

[Text] Take ca the future of Hong Kong have stopped temporarily in Beijing but are 
expected €> renwee again probably before the end of the year, according to informed 
sources io LonJon and Beijing. 


The sources celled the break a “temporary pause” and eaid this vas because the chief 
Chinese migot‘ator, Deputy Foreign Minister Zhang Wenjin, vould soon be posted to 
Vashingto. a» China's esbussador. 


The talks, being held in beijing, ere strictly confidential and both British and 
Chinese officials have inutructions not to say anything about them other than that 
they are “cout iauing”. 


The pause coincided with the absence from Beijing of Ambassador Sir Percy Cradock, 
who heads the British sive at the talks. 


The sources did not disclose when the taiks stopped, but Sir Percy flew to Hong Kong 
on December 6, partly for debriefing on the discussions and partly tor ea break on 
his way to Bangkok for a meeting of British heads of mission. 


Ge returned to Beijing lest night. 


The sources said the nc gotiations hed not yet got very far but they ned elvays 
@ long drew.-out process. A senior Chinese officiel said on Tuesday that 
Beijing still wnly regurded thee as “initial contacts". 


The Chinese official tuld West European journalists that Chins was willing to dis- 
cuss vays of eccommodsting British interests in Hong Kong sfter it regained sover- 


eigaty. 


But he stressed that sovereignty itself vas not negotiable and that edpinistration 
end sovereignty vere “inseparable”. 


Political analysts said it wes not clear whether accommodating Britain's interests 
meant just busines: interests or something broader. But they said the official's 
words vere gore cautious than those used by some other Chinese leaders recently and 
were therefore @ g 0d sigan. 


The British view is that some fore of continuing British role is needed if the colony's 
propeperity and stability ere to be msintained — the decisred common sim of both 
sides. 


While in Bong Kong, Sir Percy briefed Lord Belstead, minister of state at the Foreign 
Office, and the governor, Sir Edward Youde, on how the negotistions vere going. 


Sir Percy was expected to have another seeting with Chinese officiale in Beijing in 
the sot too distanct future and probably before the end of the year, the sources said.

Mr Cheng and the aanaging director of Hopewell Holdings, Mr Cordon Wu, has just 
teturned from Chine after talke with Mr Zheo and a state councillor, Mr Gu Mu. 


Mr Zhao did not disclose the progress of the Sino-British negotiations on Hong Kong's 
future, except to say that talke vere underway. 


Rowever, the prime sinister said China “will not regain Hong Kong's sovereignty before 
1997" — when the New Territories lease (which China does not recognise) expires. 


A Chinese source refuted earlier reports by a Hong Kong industrialist thet Chine might 
take back Hong Kong before 1997 if the colony's economy deteriorates. 


It wee learned thet the tvo property men aleo wm: the director of the State Council's 
Overseas Chinese Affaire Office, Mr Liao Chengzhi, who echoed Mr Zhao's statement that 
China does not intend to take back Hong Kong before 1997.

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The egreement to form the joint venture Nan Lien food company vas signed between 
Daily Living Services, a newly formed subsidiary of China Nanhai 011 Joint-Service 
Corporation, and Consolidated Catering Services, a joint venture between Jardine, 
Matheson end daily fare « subsidiary of Hong Kong land... .. 


Consolidated Catering Services (China) Director Mark Boylan said the length of the 
contract was “substantial.” He declined to reveal details about the proportion of 
shareholding of the partners and of the emount of capital to be invested. The new 
company is expected to initially serve 10 rigs carrying a total of between 1,000 and. 
1,500 people. In broad terms, Mr Boylan said, "We'll supply the technical expertise, 
including training of people.” The agreement calls for a transfer of expertise to the 
4 Chinese eventually. Under the terms of the contracts, each partner hag 40 days to 
pay the first tranche of capital, after which the funds earmarked are to be drawn down 
when required. Nen Lian food is to start operations next year, “as soos as the 
customers errive," Mr Boylan said.

The Daily Living Services supplies food, clothing, laundry, cleaning materials and 
household supplies, and organises daily living services for offshore oil rigs and 
supply bases and to staff living areas of foreign petroleum companies in the Nanhai 
area.

The new agreement also provides for a board of eight directors of which four will be 
appointed by the Hong Kong company. According to stipulations in the contract, both 
parties shall, with the aim of strengthening economic cooperation and technical 
exchanges, edopt advanced and suitable technologies and scientific management methods 
so that the joint venture enterprise will be competitive in regard to its quality of 
service and its prices. The joint venture should provide catering and daily living 
services to the foreign petroleum companies participating in the South China Sea oil- 
field exploration and exploitation. It will also supply the base in Chiwan end some 
oil rigs in the Nanhai veters. 


The signing of the contract was held in the Tang palace roca of the Dongfang Hotel, 
Guagzhou. The ceremony was presided over by Chen Lizhong, general manager of the China 
Nanhai 011 Joint-Service Corporation. The contract was signed by iu Binglong, deputy 
general manager of the Daily Living Services of the China Nunhei O11 Joint-Service 
Corporation and M: Boylan, on behalf of the two parties. The deputy general manager
